Lord Salisbury Still Keeps 
lent on the Chinese 
Question 



And Conjeclures Run Rife &s 
to WhBt Wlii Be 
Done. 



British Public Has Lost 
terest in Oom Paul's 
M<>vements.

I..onUon, Sept. 22.— Lord Salisbury has 
not yet uiurwcred the German proposal, 
nor hae he even discussed Its terms with 
hi« advisors. It is likely that several 
days will elapse before Great Britain 
puts hcititil on record regarding tho sug- 
gealion ol Kmperor William. As Lord 
Salisbury is the sole arbiter, and as he 
had refrained from mentioning the mat- 
ter to his intiuiatos, it is naturally im- 
potiiiblo deiiuitely to foreca.st the nature 
of Great Britain's reply. Those peitionK 
wlio are generally in Lord Salisbury'^ 
CDutiuence suggest guardedly that he will 
fall into lino with Geniiauy. Iloreover, 
it is believed that tho Gernuin note way 
prove a source oC a womewhat lengthy 
i'xcliange of coiuuiunications before tlio 
consensus of opinions of the poweru ia 
aiicertained. 

No inkling of the nature of Washhig- 
tou's attitude hud reached Downing 
street this morning, except through press 
deisri>atchos. Tho feeling prevails at the- 
foreign olDce that the United Statee is 
80 close to the election that she cannot 
he expoetod to take in the Immediate fu- 
ture a re.'illy .seriouH part in regard to 
China, eitlicr 'ds a deterrent or as an ag- 
gressive factor. Inti?rest in the an- 
»ounceuients from AVashington conse- 
(luendy wane. In other worUn, it is now 
believed that if tho European powerK can 
iiaite under Germany's lead, the United 
States, even if dititsonting from the policy, 
Would be only a passive objector. 

A foreign ollice olllcial, being asked bv 
thb Associated I'ross if beneath the maze 
of diplomatic intricacies lie saw luiy 
reason In believe that a serioiM difiagreo- 
nient were pwHible, said: 
"No: judging from the present condi- 
tions, tbe negotiations ouglit to come out 
all right. Tlio powers of tbe world have 
been lu'gotiating as they never did bo- 
fore, and have not yet begim to call each 
other names. Thi« Gennan proiMisnl is 
the first thing which has taken us 
the slightest bit forward for a montli, 
and being so, it naturally calls out more 
divei'siliod opinions. But, even should 
the majority of the powers reject' it. 
which seonw improbable, I do not bellovo 
it v.ould mean a break up of tho concert. 
UuKsia may, and I believe will, with- 
draw iiraclically all her troops. Wo do 
not Hhare in tho opinion of some sections 
of the ICnglisb press, that this is duo 
to a Itusso-Chinoso bargain. It i.s mere- 
ly the logical woiiucnce to a hard and fa^t 
policy laiil down by tho Csar. 

"ilut, M-hile ox-pocting this, we do not 
think it will end the negotiations to put 
C.'liin.a on a proper basis. Knysia. likelv 
enougli, will take Manchuria. Wliat if 
she diL H? She- can only establish a form 
of government which will ensure tlie pro- 
tection of tier railway and allliated en- 
teri)rifHw. It will be the Cbini'^e and col- 
onints other than Hussians who would 
beuclit. So, even if Russia asi^umes con- 
trol of Manchuria and withdraws hor 
troops from the province of Cbih \a. thi? 
latter action being followed by tho Unit- 
ed States, there is no reason to tnipposa 
that it would prevent the powers from 
securing reparation for the outrages and 
installing a government which will open 
up China to the worid and insure ite 
eventful civilization." 

Tho anti-Russian cable despatches of 
Dr. Morrison, the Pekin correspondent of 
the London Timce, are viewed In Down- 
ing street as being more tho result of 
severe strain of the siexo and the heated 
rivalry that must prevail where ninny 
nationalities aro quartered togotlu>r than 
as an impartial recording of facts. 

Lord Itoborts' laconic report, that 
"nolliing is left of the Boer army but a 
few marauding bands," came opportime- 
ly for tbe government. It was indeed 
aniKiuaced that Lord Saliisbury awaited 
it before going to the country. Maraud- 
inj; bands do not require tho presence o£ 
a lield nnn>linl, so Lord Koborts' home- 
coming is eagerly iiwaited, though it 
would t^eem that thof^e same maraudew 
will detain several army corps in South 
Africa. But, to nil intents .and pur- 
poses, with tbe exception of the caoualty 
and sick reports, the war, so far as the 
British public is concerned, was over 
weckfi ago, and the dolngK of Mr. Krugoi- 
are now followed in a half-hearted inter- 
cut, mainly owing to the belief, apparent- 
ly well founded, that he will be able to 
accomplish nothing by his projocteil vi.sit 
to the European capitals.

St. .Tohn'.s, Nfld., Sept. 22.— An un- 
known American fishing vessel foundered 
on the 'iraiu! HanUs during last wi'ek's 
gale, and all of her crew, alxnit 20 pi>r- 
sons. jierishod. The French banlror 
'riidiMiley fonndered and M of lier crew 
were drowni'd; six escMjied. The 
schooner Eddie lofit three men. Tlie 
schooner L)oli)bia was disuiusted and 
lost thi-ee men. A nunibe;.- of other ves- 
sels were damagod. and many fishernioji 
who were away in boats overhauling 
their trawls wlii'ii the gale avdsc' wore 
drowned. The British bark Mary Ilcn- 
rik, Capt. Pago, from New York for St. 
John's with anthracite conl,i has arrived. 
She was dl.snihsted-.djirlng tjie gale, her 
docks swept 'arid bnlWarks washed, and 
much deck gear carried away. • 

Pil' TANG FOBTS. ^ 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 22— Vice-Admiral 
AloxiefPs report of the capture of the 
Tei Tang forts .says tliat GO Bussinns 
hcado<l tho storming party. Tho total 
loss was ;iO wounded. There were lu> 
casualties among the members of the 
landing forces.

The trutti 
seems to be that not only Mr. Casey's 
ease, but other material matters have to 
be disposed of in tho interest of party 
liarniony before tho government dare au- 
iioiince a date to ajipeal to the people.

Hut each inay reduco- 
or increase its contingent at will. '

AValdersco will act as chief diplomatic 
representative for the powers, if it over 
was intended, it has been abandoned. It

PEI TANG FORTS. 

Chinese Managed to Escape Wifh Only 
a Pew Men Killed. 

Shanghai, Sept. 22.— Count von Wal- 
■dersi-e reviewed 5,000 foreign troops to- 
day. The Bengal Lancers fiiriiislu-d a 
Jicid inarshal's oscori. Tlie troops 
luarcbod past iu tbe follov.-ing order: 
Oerinann, Krcncli, volunteers (composed 
of Itrilish, Americans, French, Japanese 
and Germans), Bengal Lancers and 
other Indian trooiw. 

Taku. Sei>t. . 20.— Four thousand Itns- 
sians, o,000 Germans and 1,000 Freiieli 
troops, with a detachment of Austrian 
marines, beijan tbe attack upon lli(> Pei 
Tang forts at (liiylight. The attack was 
answered briskly from the forts, the 
bombardment continuing until noon, but 
it .wm noticed that the forts did not reply 
after 10 o'clock. 

The allies sent forward at noon to dis- 
cover the reason of tho- cessation of the 
ifiring from the forts, and' found them 
deserted, there being only four dead 
Chinamen without the walls. The allies 
wore ranch chagrined, as they believed 
tbey had the place completely .snr- 
roundod, making escape impossible; yi>t 
over ;!,00() men got away in broad da.v- 
ligbt. 'Hie Hussian artillery (ire proveil 
• efleotivo, and tbe forts were badly daui- 
. need. 

The ISrilish and Italian conunaMders 
liad decided to join !n the attack, hut 
llieir troops b.nd not arrived in time. 

The entire line between Tien 'J't-in and 
Taku shows reinC(]rcemcnts were head- 
ling for the forts. 

'I'hree members of the allied forces 
werp killed and 50 wounded, through on 
exi>losion of mines laid along their line 
of march. 

Washington, Sept. 22.— The navy de- 
partment has n'ceived the following 
caldegraui from Admiral Iteiney: 

'"J'aku, Sept. 21.— A force of Russians, 
Germans and Anslriaiir; ailvanced on the 
Tei Tang forts last night. Fire was 
opened liy the ChinCHc and kept up all 
night ;ii intervals. The forts were 
evacuated at 9 o'clock tM» morning. 
The Ifiuropeaus hoisted their colors over 
the forts at 11. T\^-ont.v-flve llusHians 
and Cicrraans arc reported to have been 
blown up by a mine. Information from 
•Oommnnder Wise, who followed tin 
troops into the fortM, 
Chinese killed.

THE VOTERS' WSTS. 

We print elsewhere this morning a 
copy of a circular letter L«tnied b.v the 
Qneen'K Printer at Ottawa iu regard to 
Ihe voter«' lislt^ at the forthcoming fed- 
er.il elections. It will be seen from the 
tenor of the letter that the Franchise 
Act makes no provision for the excep- 
tional conditions existing in this iirov- 
in(v. We think some cMilanntion is due 
■from sniiio on.^ as > ibis omi^vioa. There 
will be <'onsiderable trouble experienceil 
in arranging for the voting, which might 
have been avoided, if some one had t»k 
en tlie trouble in framing the act to sei 
what arc tlie conditions t" be nie! ii 
thks province. It will appear from lln 
circular that it is now too late to gel. 
on the lift so as to vote at the next elec- 
tion, that is if the idections are held in 
.NoTcmher. ITowi'v<>r, as there is no tell- 
ing for certain when polling day will he. 
It is well for .-very one to register witli 
the Collectors of Votes. The observation 
jiwt made as to the inahilily of i>ersonM 
to got their names on the list d m's ik.I 
apply to pei-sons in the si-rvicc of Ilei- 
Majesty or Ihe civil service of Ibis jirov 
ince. who would have been entitled to 
■vote, if they had not been disfriuKdiised 
by provincial legislation. Such pei-sons 
may vote, hy appearing at the imlling 
booth and taking an aindnvit declaring 
that they are so entitled, and that thei 
names have l>cen omitted from the list hy 
reason of provincial legislation.

DEATH OF W. H. OLIVER. 

One of Victoria's Largest Realty Owners 

Passes Away in San Francisco. 

A telegram received liero on Friday 
announced the death in San l''raneiseo a , 
week ago yesterday of Mr. W, II, Oliver, 
line of the largest owners of Victoria 
realty. The deceased was liardly known 
in Victoria, in which he was so largely 
iiiteriviteil, residing here for but four 
years— from l.S,"i8 to 1S(!2— and being a 
vi'ry iiU'reiiueiit visitor since. Dining 
bis residence here and at difl'ercnt inter- 
vals afterwards he purcliased consider- 
able property in the heart of the city, 
and some in the suburbs. Most of this 
he still owned at the time of his death, 
all being leased for long terms. He was 
one of Victoria'ri largest taxpayers. 

The deceased bad made his home in 
San Francisco since leaving Victoria in 
the early si.\ties, A sister is believed to 
be the only near surviving relative. She 
arrived in San Francisco oil Friday 
from her home i" tlie East, and iiiiine- 
diatcly telegraphed the news of her 
brother's death to his ngents here. Mr. 
Oliver was a native of New Brunswick, 
and was well advanced in yearx.

THE VOTEKS' LISTS, " 

Copy o fii Circular Letter Imncd by thq 
Queen's Printer iit Ottawa. 

Through the kindness of Lt.-Col. Prior, 
JLP., the Colonist is able to lay before 
its readeitj this morning the following 
copy of a circiihir letter issiicil by thr. 
Queen's Printer at Ottawa, iu regard to 
the voterij' ILsts to be used at the forth- 
coininp fodnral clectious. It ought to be 
veaj careHtilly by ovoryoiiC! 

Quoon'.s rrliitor'.s Olllce, 

Ottawa, Septeuibor 0, 1900. 

Sir: As there appears to be in some 
places a miscoiiceiitioii concerning the 
votorK' lists in tlieir ruliition to terri- 
torial electoral divisions, I forward to- 
dii.v 20 copies of the map of yotir electoral 
district, .showing its boundaries under 
the existing Dominion law. The lists 
which have been printed arc the provin- 
cial lists as last revised. There is no au- 
thority existing to change those lists in 
l iLse of doubt or alter &ein in any way, 
HO tliat while the territorial clectqral 
divi.sione remain the same OS under the 
old act, polling sub-divisions within those 
limits and the voters who vote in them 
are those appearing on the provincial 
lists. It happens that in many inHtanccs, 
more especially in Manitoba and British 
(Columbia (where changes are rapid), that 
the territorial electoral divisions of the 
province do not coincide with those for 
the Dominion, and nothing but exact lo- 
cal knowledge could disentangle them. 
Tliere is no ofliccr, however, at Ottawta 
who is authorized to disentangle the lists 
in such cases; even if lie could h.tvo •sutli. 
cient local knowledge to do it correctly. 
It would practically amount to a revision 
Of the difitrict affected, and might lead to 
seriona complicationa at the time of au 
election. 

Under these clrcumfitanccs^ the fiiily 
way open was to print tli6 listfi tis they 
were received, leaving to the rctilrning 
olHcer the duty of obtaining from the 
clerk of the municipality or the legal cus- 
todian nf the provincial Voters' list a 
corrected list in those few ca«cB wht?re n 
provincial polling divisioh embraces parts 
of two or three electoral districtT;. 

The chief difllculties in iWs respect 
have arisen in Manitoba a'nd British Col- 
umbia (the newer territoricl. There are 
const itnencie« also in Ontario where 
uninicipalities are divided and are to a 
fimalicr extent in the same position. In 
Quebec there are very few discrepancies, 
and there are ncine in tlie maritime prov- 
inces. 1 send yoti a copy of the Franchise 
and Election Acts for the purpose of call- 
ing yollr attention to certain provisions 
of the >n*l\<. Viz: 

1. T)i!it'c)ie polling mib-divifiions are to 
be the provincial polling snb-divisions; 

2. That lists arc to be the provincial 
lists; 

I?. These lists aw sent by the provincial 
otricers to the CTork ot the Crown in 
Chjncery; 

4. The Clerk of the Crown in Clian- 
cory is to nend them to the Queen's 
Printer to \tc printed; 

n. There is no olllcor at Ottawa nu- 
thorized to make changes in these. When 
whole municipalities p.-iss from one to an- 
other it is possible in the older provinces, 
but not when the units are divided. 

(3. That under section H (Kranchisft 
Act) the duty of dividing the list.s when 
necc«s:iry and of procuring such other 
lists as are requisite to cover the terri- 
tory specified b.v the Dominion law is ini- 
Dosed nn the returning ollieer; and sec- 
tion 22 of the Dominion Election Act 
directs the returnini: ofliccr forth- 
with, after the receipt of tho 
writ, to obtain such provincia' 
v<.^^.^s• VkU<. certified copies thereof 
or extracts therefrom, as ho requires', in 
addition to the lists supplied by the Clerk 
of tho Crown in Chancery. 

I beg also to call your attention to the 
fact that these lists have not tho abso- 
lute finality of tho lists under the oid 
law, which were compiled h.v local Do- 
minion officers Rpccially commissioned for 
that purpoee. The voters' lists noSv'to be 
nsed are those that may he. in force un- 
der the law of the province for provincial 
elections 60 dnys' iJofore'itKe .nomination 
day. They can.' if hcitessahr/'be had from 
the propcf local ;cristodlSn. ;hK(l reference 
can always .be in.ade|ft<i' uiGni .ia each lo- 
cality.' ■ " ■"

Last June, for the first tome in the his- 
tory of the , Victoria High echool, two 
young ladies passed the Associate in Arts 
examination of ilcOill University. Theso 
were Miss Fanny i Forbes "Whyte and 
Catherine Chapman; the former ranking 
third of cll those who tried this exa-m- 
ination in British Columbia. 

To bo BucoeHStuV.in this examination 
the student must pass in all the prelimi- 
nary subjects which include composition, 
writing, dictation, English grammar, ai*- 
ithmetic, geography, history and New 
Testament history, but she is ranked by 
the percentage made in the optioniil sub- 
jects, of which eight out of eighteen arc 
to bo taken. 'The subjects taken and 
marks obtained by Miss Whyte were: 
Latin, i:!l out of 200; French, 78 out of 
KH); gcometrv, ■!,") out of 100; algebra, 
tht out of 10<); trigometry, JnJ out of 100; 
Knglish llteraturi' 81 out of KM); physi- 
ology and hygiene, (12 cjiit of KM); jiliysics, 
,S,-) out of KH). Total, ('>;M out of OIK)— 
7(1 -l-O iier cent. 

I'.y Miss (.'hapman: Latin 112 out of 
2(Kl"; French 10 out of 100; geometry ,14 
out of lOO; tdgchra, 7(1 out of 100; trigon- 
ometry. -1,") out of 100; English literature, 
CO out of 100; physics, 08 out of 100. To- 
tal, 44U out of SrOO— 50% percent. 

Surely this. event must bring before us 
all the greiit possibilities for the present 
and future students of our High school. 
And it cannot but make some of us at 
least, hope for another important event 
to take pincc — ^the founding of n Univer- 
sity in British Columbia. 

If, iu the future, more students will 
go in for tliis e.vamination, as no doubt 
there will— iu almovst everything in life, 
it only needs one or two to lead and be 
succissful to encourage others to fidlow— 
the niunber of siu'ccssfnl candidates will 
increase with such rapidity that the iieo- 
ple of British Cohimliia will at hist be 
brought to see that one of the most ne-

•OiBcers of the Walln Walla Did Make 
Charges Credited to Them. 

. "Objections of offlcere; there -were two 
hurstiug pipes at the quarantine station; 
alleged fake Interviews with Walla Wal- 
la's men rouses their ire." The above 
heading appcnit; in laut evening's Timcfi 
over an article which is about as involv. 
ed us the language of the heading. Tho 
Times ai)parontly means to say that the 
interviews appearing in yesterday's Col- 
onist with Cnpt. Hall, Chief Engineer 
Crosby and other ollicers of the VValla 
Walla, in respect to the nccomraodutioi\ 
at the Williimi Head quarantine station, 
were fakes. Tliey were not fakef. Every- 
Uiiag credited to the Captain and En- 
gilh-. r was said hy tlivm, and to others 
Cnpt. Hall said more. In fact, it was 
statements made by Capt. Hall to certain 
Victorians that led tho Colonist to in- 
terview him. The lew said about tho 
chief engineer the better. He called at 
the Colonist olllce yesterday. The lan- 
guage he used should certainly have 
been quarantined and thoroughly di.sin- 
fected. 

While Capt. Hall says he did not speak 
to the Colonist for publication, he docs 
not deny that he said that the accommo- 
dation was insullieient, and that hogs 
we're allowed to root around the station 
grounds. Neither does Dr. Watt, who 
is quoted, deny these statements. He 
satisfies himself by saying that there was 
plenty of room in the buildings for the 
jiroper housing of all Canadian-bound 
I)!(sseugerB. It is safe to say that iiine- 
tenths of tho Walla AValla's passengere 
were American-bound. As they were 
forced to remain at the station, they 
were entitled to proper accommodation. 
Continuing, the article siiys: "Dr. Watt 
denies that unsanitary conditions exist 
at William Head, and states that the ar- 
rangement* in tliis reepect are better 
than are found in AHctorin. There is no 
defective plumbing, as complained of, 
and, again, the health ot those (luarnii- 
tineil was never jeopardized through the 
lack of accommodation." 

ICverybody interviewed was (hdiglited 
with the treatment received at the hos- 
pital, but this does not do away with the 
chirgc that there was not sulllcient ac- 
commodation at the station and that hogs 
W(>re allowed to feed there.

MOUNT SIOKBB. 

A Mining District That Shows tfie Min- 
eral Wealth of Vancouver Island. 

Taking the stage at Westholm, on the 
li. it N. railway you proceed along the 
Victoria-Nanaimo trunk' road for a short 
•distance, when you come to the new 
road, which wends its winding way along 
the mountain ledges of the Ohemainus 
-canyon and high up above the Ghemainus 
jriver. . This continues for_ about five

O:: iirriviiig at Ladysmith, a distanco 
of ."ill miles from ^■il•foria, ami about 1") 
miles from Naii.'iiiiin. one liiids a veri- 
lablc liee liive oa' indusfry, with the best 
railway depot on the liae of the 13. it i^'. 
railway, having two stnrycs, ;he grcnind 
floor having all the usual accommodaf ions 
of an ordinary depin. with several pri- 
vate nlllces, and a shipping ollU'e for 
sea <'aptaiiis visiting the port, also a 
private olliee on the eccoud floor, fitted 
up with all modern conveniences and 
comfort. 

The company's wharves are among the 
finest in tho prl>^^nco, ^^'ith coal bunkers, 
having a capacity for 0,000 tons. Dur- 
ing the visit three largo steamers were 
in sight, the Tellus, Victoria and Bristol, 
all loading for foreign ports.

COAL REGION 



Stoiy of Two Important Discov- 
eries—Some Particulars of 
the Great E. & N. KY. 



From Mount Ranier in the State of 
Washington, to the Arctic Circle coal is 
found in a series of deiwisits of varying 
quality 'and quantity. It grades all the 
way from the lignite of the Cascade 
range to the somi-anthracitc of the Queen 
Charlotte's Islands. So far as ox- 
plorationa have discovered, by tar the 
largest and most valuable deposits are on 
'Vancouver Island. Here also arc the 
oldest established and most valuable col- 
lieries. The first discovery of criai on 
Vancouver Island was made' at Fort 
Fort Rupert in 1835, and it .was made 
by an Indian. Fort Rupert was at that 
timo tho headquarters of the Hudson's 
Bay Company on this Island. It is sit- 
uated on the east coast towards the 
northern end. The deposit where waa 
opened to eome extent and tho coal was 
used; but operations wore only on a lim- 
ited scale. In 1851 the company, hav- 
ing learned of the existence of coal at 
Nanaimo, began development work there, 
and tho coUierioa of the New Vancouver 
Coal Company are tho result. 

The story of tho discovery of the Na- 
naimo coal miui^ is thut> told: 

One morning in December, ISIO, whilo 
Joseph W. McKay was engaged in the 
ofllco of tho Hudson's Bay Company on 
the Northwest Coast, he was called 
anido by the foreman of tho blacksmith 
shop, who informed him that an old .\a- 
nainio chief, from tho vicinity of I'ro- 
toctiea I.sland, had entered tho shop to 
have his gun repaired. Uo saw the mon 
putting coal ou tho fire and picking up 
some of tho lumps said he know wliore 
there was plenty of that kind of rock 
to be found. Mr. McKay, over on the 
alert for matters of interest to the com- 
pany, saw the Indian and promised him 
a bottle of rum and the necessary re- 
pairs to hie gun if he would bring him 
some of the coal. The Indian made no 
promise, and did not put in an appear- 
ance again until the following spring, 
having been sick nil winter. AVhen he 
did come, he brought a canoe-load of 
coal, which was toeted and found good. 
'1^10 Indian received his bottle of rum, 
and J^Ir. McKay went over with a pro6- 
ptHiting partv and located what was af- 
tcrwarfls called the Douglas Pit. 

Tlie II. B. Co. carried on its opera- 
tions for some years, when a company 
was organized by Mr. Nicoll, with whom 
wcro aesociated some Hudson's Bay of- 
ficials, to work the mines. The name ot 
the new company was the Vancouver 
Coai Compapy. To this company came 
in xSS'i, Mr. Samuel M. Robins aa man- 
ager. In 1889 the rights of this com- 
pany were transferred to ho New A^an- 
t-ouver Coal Mining & Land Company, 
the present owners. Air. Robins cont.inu- 
Jng the management. Tho second die- 
covory of importance was that of the 
Weliington mine, made by the late Hon. 
Robert Dunsmuir. We tell the^fitory, of 
this as given by Mr. Duusmuir- to Sic 
Hector Langeviu. • ;

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"When I was in the bush in the month ! 
of Octoher, lytiO, not exactly for thu | 
pnrpotse of prospecting for coal, but be- 
ing thoroughly acijuaiuted from past ex- j 
periencc with all the coal formation iu , 
thia country, I came across a ridge of I 
rock, which I knew to be strata overlying 
the loweet scam that had yet been dis- 
covered here. A abort time afterwarda 
1 sent two men to prospect and iu three ! 
days discovered a eeam of coal three and 
a half feet in thickness, thirty feet be- 
low the top of the ridge, dipping south- 
eaat one foot in six. After procuring 
from the government the right to fur- 
ther prospect, I sank a slope ninety- 
seven and two-thirdK yards iu the ticaui, 
and mined therefrom ahout 500 tons, 
twenty-live tons of which were talicn on 
board II. M.S. Boxer for trial. The 
enimo (luantities were taken trom the 
Vancouver Coal Company's Douglas Pat 
and Newcastle mine." The engineer of 
the Boxer made a lengthy report in fa- 
vor of the DuuHmuir coal. 

About lS(j(J-<i7 worli began at the Wel- 
lington mine, the operators being Duns- 
niuir, Diggle & Co. JjUter the Welling- 
ton Colliery was formed and the mine 
was exploited ou a very extensive scale. 
It has been a great producer, and the 
(.■losing of the works this year because of 
the exhaastion of the eeam possesses his- 
toric interest. It waa this mine that 
made Mr. Dunsmnir the leading capital- 
ist of the province, and his enterprise 
and ability and public spirit contributed 
much to the prosperity of the country.

'I'lie engines were installed by Messrt^.

'I'liese are two of l.'iO horse iiiiwer eai li, 
the engines lieilig (Jliplieii t es, witli ('ink- 
er aiHl Wheeler generati 'is. In size the 
rylin.lers are l-lxlTi inclii'S, making 2.")<l 
reviilul inns iier niiiuiti,', and drive direet- 
ly. i. e., without the intervention of belt- 
iie-'. Tliev wi-re manufactured by Messrs. 
Cnldi.' iV: .MeCnIlogh, of Gult, Out. Their 
■ iriviiii.' capacity is 1,125 kilowatts, with 
Li.Mi voltage and 4.'>0 umpires. The mng- 
niiicent switch board comes from tho 
Knyal Khctric Works, of Montreal. It 
is i'f l ie '"S. K. C' system, with two 
aninii'l res and one volt metro. 

Ailjnining the engine room is a mafh- 
liie shell and electrical repair room, which 
is being fitted up with nil modern np- 
pliancc!5. 

The surface arrangements of tho col- 
liery are lighteil by an arc lamp system 
nf the direct circuit sort, tho wires of 
which extend in through the main tun- 
nel to illuminate the main thoroii.clifarcs 
of the mine. Tliis system also suivplies 
motive power for the tramway line which 
brings out the coals from what in lum- 
bering parlance would be called the 
"yard'' where all the ears from the dif- 
ferent levels and stalls are gathered. 

.V hundred yards from the power house 
the gibbet-like sktdeton nf the dump aris- 
es. Upon the top of this liuge, heavy 
sciifTolding tho little cars of coals are 
run out anil their contents dumped down 
'he chute. Tliis runs them out upon the 
shaking and cleaning plant which com- 
prises one of the beet and raortt modern 
systems of coal screening apparatus. This 
.system is installed in duplicate and ia 
capalde of running out five different sizes 
of fuel nt tho rate of 2,000 tons In the 
eight-hour shift. The huge seroons 
consist nf n scries of steel plates porfor- 
afnd for tho different sizes required. 
These are 20 feet long by three in width, 
and are built in throe tiers. The roar of 
tlie coals in their progress from the boxes 
from the mine down the chutes over the 
screeens and on into the railway cars

that run on scvonil tracks beneath the 
shakers is of that deafening sort that 
pleases. It pleases everyone, and the 
more noiee the more pleasure, for the 
mine owner eees- bis output increasing 
and the workers eee the pay roll swell.

This winds around 
and up the mountain behind tho camp, 
tho system containing some five miles of 
tracks that stretch backwards through 
the woo<ls to the Hobbs and other tem- 



porary shafts. These latter have been 
opened up iu several places, the demand 
for coal for some time past being such 
as to uutborize such expenditures in or- 
der to increase the output. All these, 
however, are slope workings with their 
correspondingly costly hoisting appli- 
ances. The main working is, however, 
progressing steadily ou, so fast as the 
limited force which cau work on its face 
can drive it. 

This Is the great work of the mine, 
but through solid rock it runs straight 
into the hillside, and is so laid out as to 
penetrate tlie coal measures at different 
poiuts. The tunnel is li feet by 7 iu 
the clear, this giving room for a double 
tram truck for the electric trolley system. 
It is timbered throughout with 14 x 1-1 
beams and has just grade enough iu fa- 
vor of the loud to run the water out 
from the black depths of the mine. 

Tho plau upon which tho Extension 
mine is being operated contemplates that 
all the output of tho largo field now tap- 
ped by several shafts and slopes shall b<; 
carried out of the great tunnel and thus 
the operating of the narrow gauge rail- 
way will eoon be stopped and the work- 
ings on the hillfi be closed. This will 
necessitate the abandonment of the nu- 
merous dwellings which have been erect- 
ed for the miners on the hill. Indeed, 
even the town around the mouth of the 
tunnel will soon cease to have much im- 
portance. Owing to the scarcity of good 
water the vicinity of Extension mine is 
not suitable for a townsite. The miners 
will, for the mopt part, live in Lady- 
smith, which is 12 miles away. 

As one investigates the vast works at 
Extension it seems almost incredilde that 
less than two years ago not a stick of 
timber had been cut on wliat is now a 
scene of great activity. But the work 
already done tliere is only a beginniim 
of what will be accomplished in the sec- 
tion between Lady smith and this mine. 
Near Ladysniith lies what seems to bo 
the largi'sL coal lielils yet discovered m} 
tlie Island, and it is the intention of .Mr, 
Duiisniuir to develop it as soon as he has 
the wurk at Fxtensioii far enough along 
to make liini feel justified in giving his 
attention to a new subject reiiuiring the 
iiutlay nf a large anuiuiit of <'apital. 
When llii.s last-mentioned tiekl is ex- 
ploited there- will lie no place on the I'a- 
eilie Coast that will lie a scene nf greater 
activity than hat which lies ber.vei'ii tliii 
activity than that which lies lielween the 
spurs of -Mount Benson aud the growing 
town of Lndj-emith.

Courtship Would Not Suit the 
Young People of This 
Country.

Paris, .Seiit. 1.— A marriage wius being 
performed a few daj's ago at the Jlairio 
of Gcntilly, in France. Tho bridegroom, 
who, like a young man of spirit, auswer- 
eil enur^'eticaliy, "Ves!" But wlicu t":ie 
denioitH-'lle'e turn came she was so mov- 
ed that she said "No," amid general hil- 
arity — beeanee they knew the tender crea- 
ture must be rattled. Seeing her mis- 
take, she immediately hurst into tears 
and sobbed that she meant "yes." But 
it was too late. "The marriage is olf," 
the maire pronounced hiflexibly. "You 
can start another one by a new three 
weeks' publication ot banns, but' the prco- 



roniid of the press. "I have other do- 
sifjuw for Henri than for t.) iiuirry liini 
to an adventuress like .\ou," he ^aid. 
"You have tloiu^ your best lo eiitrai) this 
iuu.vci'ut. Know tliat you Imve failed. 
Viuir marriage not bi'in^' performed be- 
r.>re tlic I'reiicli ooiiKul, with the written 
c.uiscut of tlie boy's parents, is no inar- 
riaj:e. If you eomi' to l''raiice witli the 
iuti'uiiou of luakinj; trouble, wo nhall 
l;uo\v how to protect ourselvm against 
lilackiuail, auil you and your lawyer may 
find yourselvtv in pri.son under tlie charge 
of conspiracy." 

The girl writes to the papers, nskiuj,' 
what she shall do. It is curious to note 
that the advice of a thousand correspond- 
eiitK is to "eho3t 'the fellow." True, the 
French jury vieiivs with indulgence all 
crimes Itnown as "passionnel." 

The spirit of French marriage breathes 
through these two cases. Before the pro- 
i>er functionary a single '^brd is vital; 
before an irregular funetfonnry the most 
solemn oaths ara wasted, and no eigncil 
and sealed acknowledgments have power 
lo brace thom up.

Tlio Frencii is a civilization in which 
you cannot live withont your "papers, 
which for marriage are: 

Tho written consent ot r.!l four par 
ents. If any father or mother bo detid 
tho certificate of such decease is cwscn 
tiai. If both the jiarchtti ot one party 
be dead tlie surviving grandparents, if 
liny, must give the written consent. And 
it there be no grandparents the written 
consent of a family council is requisite 

Both parties must produce certificates 
of birth, without which there can be no 
marriaKo of French people in France. If 
a certificate be lost a certified copy must 
he produced, j 

Should the woman be a widow sho 
must present the death certificate of her 
former husband. It is the same for 
widower. Aud if either party be divorc- 
ed n certified abstract of tho decree (cost- 
inn must be eubmitted. 

Tlic next essential papers are the act 
of legal publication. 

And the hiKt one in the groom's corti 
lieati.' of liaviuf; sntisliod tho military 
law,, i.e., he has served, been lawfully 
e.\cu.sed, or, while Ktill servint;, has per- 
niifision to marry. All olllcer.s of tho 
urm.v and navy must obtain the writtc 
consent oC the minister, which reads not 
"lo jnarry," hut "to marry So-aiid-So 
iu particular. Coniniou hoIcHci-h nui.st be 
authorized to marry by the oounci 
administration of their corps. For theso 
the permission is obtained easily, but 
every oflleer must show that tho girl 
of his choice owns, in her own right, in- 
vested boiids producing, at 3 per cent, 
the annual income of $300. The engag*- 
ment ot her parents to make good this in- 
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cut cerem.uiy lias roai-lied its legal end 
in the lady's spoken word!" 

Another case, liecaiis(> of the iiiuisnal 
publicity f,'ivcn to it, ifi attracting a preat 
deal of ,'itlention in I'aris. A young 
Frencli governeBs living in London made 
there tho acquaintance of a French youth 
of good family, studying the language 
and absorbing the Knglish business spirit. 
He persuaded her to marry him, by tha 
English ceremony, In an Bnglieh church. 
Wliile fihe knew It was not regular, he 
calmed her scniplcM by making a subset 
nnont acknowledgment of the marriage 
before the Friuich consul. After two 
years' liappy wedded life apd tlic birth 
of a son, the French youth of good fam 



It was 
then he. exusperated, liroke the news to 
her: "If yon can't tilt\m\ it." he eaid,

Tiio written consent of parentR is es- 
sential to the validity of marriage until 
the girl is 21 and until the man is 2r 
yeni-K old. Without it no maire will con 
sidor an application, and without tho 
mniro the young couple is aljfiolutely 
helplcFfi. Even after these respectivo 
agey the parents still maintain a legal 
grip. Until a young man has reached 
his 30th yta'i' and until tiio girl is 3.") 
they must hrin;; a legal suit against tlic 
parents who refuse consent to make thom 
show cause why the marriage should not 
jpomcYoff. Consisting as it does,, in its 
; beginning, of three "summons," eacb to 
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be witnessed, served, returned, endorsed 
and registered, it -may be "dodged" from 
year to year by artful parents, with no 
remedy except an appeal to tho president 
of the republic. 

When marriage is hedged round by 
such precautions against hasty choice you 
may be sure that courtship has little op- 
portunity to take a clandestine begin- 
ning. It is said that the Paris middie- 
clasti ideal of the "lirst meeting" remains 
Ktill the claesical subterfuge of 4Jie Opera 
Cuniiquo. Lilie most European play- 
houscti, the parquet circle and balcony 
of the new Opera Comique are given up 
to little iirivate boxes. 

The mother takes the bo.K, and has her 
fiutterint; daughter -under her wing. Be- 
tween the first aud second acts the young 
man enters with a mutual friend, ofiten- 
fiibly to pay a mere visit of politeness. 
When he hae diis.appoared tb^^girl's molh- 
or uiakct^ some tentative remarks to hoi 
about thi! young man's looks, age, dis- 
position and position, trying, without al- 
arming or starting up strange thoughts 
to ascertain what improseion lias been 
made. -It is a fiiet principle tbnt mothers 
onghfnot to forewarn or Instruct their 
<iaugllters preyiously for the recontre. 
l'\)r If she be catechised beforehand tlio 
girl wUl not be ao filled with apprehon- 
sion and emotion as to lose her grace 
and naturalness. Sho may not be able 
to preserve sufliciont coolness to obriervo 
the younj; man, whetlior he be pleaKant 
or not. She ought not (.'veu to know the 
object of the iueetiu.g— for, if she has 
failed to please, it is liumiliatiiif,' to be 
aware of it. Several sncli humiliiitions 
have even been known to mako a girl 
lose a part of her coulidonce. Now, if it 
be true that a younir girl oii;,'ht iiol lo 
liav(.' too liif,'li ideas oi: her own nierils, 
it is .still (hily projier that elie shoiihl 
not lie niadi> to think meanly ol' herself. 

Tlieii llie iiuitual friends meet to let 
each other know the mutual olTcetK lliiii 
liav(> been produced on the two yoini.^ 
iniiuls and I'.eart.s:. Il' it be the young 
girl who has failnil to iiloase, nothing 
I'lirther will he said. 1'he niutnal friends 
will talk about the weather, have :■ drink 
and separate. But if it bo the yoMUR 
man who has not made a good impres- 
sion ho will be told of it. Somotiines— 
and there are tlirwe who think it should 
alw-iys lie the iirac-tiee--;! young girl fa- 
\-oraiily (jisiio^od to the youth offered to 
lier demands, nevertheless, to see more 
t)i liim before she gives her word. It is 
arranged that she shall meet him, then, 
as often as may be decorous, but not in- 
timately. Good la.sle deuiandH, on his 
part, tlint the aspirants slioidd not jiay 
lier any particular attentions at these 
"chance" meetings. He must simply 
.show off at big best. 

The ne.xt step is the proposal. 

A j-oniiK Frenchman I know proposeii 
tc ait American girl. He got Iiih iinrle to 
do it. for him. But no, the uncle diil 
not propo.oe to the girl. He proposed— 
as wu have all cause to romoinber— to lii'r 
nio.'ieyed aunt. "JIadanie, I have the 
honor to nsk, on behalf of iny nephew, 
the hand of your niece." And ho on. 
And iicre, by the way, is wliere the facts 
left fho beaten track of routine. The 
girl, highly displeased at such n rounil- 
abont decinration, spurned that Fren('l> 
youth. Not -so the moneyed aunt. Klu.' 
saw the delicacy of the thought, the re- 
spect and honor of it. She talked it ovm' 
no much with that wily old uncle that 
the result was their own marriage. The 
younj; heirs presumptive now kick them- 
selves at the thought of tho possible conse- 
quences. 

The right-thinking way here is for the 
father or the brother or the uncle of tho 
yotith to go and propose for him.

father or guardian of the f;irl should 
give response at the hrst moment possi- 
ble. In this interval (piestioiiK about for- 
tune and tho like are discussed with 
more detail than they had been during 
the "viewing" preliminaries. Notes are 
made for the "marriage contract." 

Immediately he has been accepted, the 
younj,' man must put on hie dret?s suit- 
though it be 10 a,m,— aud make a formal 
visit to— t;,e parents of the girl. Ho 
ought to thank them warmly, but with- 
out exaggeration. Sometimes the girl 
will be present at this, meeting. Tlio 
best taste, however, leaves the youth to 
gush over his future mother-in-law. 

The next step being the betrothal, a 
Iirivate famili,- party, tho young girl has 
still opportunity to hide her blushes. You 
<lon't invite mere acquaintances. You 
don't eipofio the artless happiness of a 
young creature to the cold indifEoronco 
of the merely curious, do you? 

The young man brings Oie botbrothal 
ring. They could not well pretend to 
Blip It on her finger for him, and they 
do not. It is the first time that he has 
touched her fingers. At the betrothal 
dinner they sit side by side at the middle 
of the table, Tho girl must wear a pay 
gown, tender rose, celestial blue or ivhite, 
with colored ribbons all about. In the 
soree that follows they must be allowed 
to talk together without being over- 
heard. 

And now. although betrothed, it is still 
thought best that the girl should never 
go out in public with her fiance; but if 
they do go out together there is no 
donht as to whom the youth must give 
hi.s ,irni. Good taste demands that lie 
slioiihl invariably escort her mother. But 
ia a Kardeu the engaged once may ^villk 
arm in arm.

Four years ago, the whole oouii- 
try, the whole world, for that matter, wiis 
so fascinated by the Improved bicycle, that 
oflercd an easily acquired, rapid, cheap, 
and cxbiluriiting method of travel that thc- 
deiunnd for wheels could scarcely be met 
by the manufucturers, notwlttistandlng 
that old plants foe their prodnctton were 
being greatly entailed and new plants were 
going up all over the land. 

Possibly no town In the United States Is 
80 fully adapted to the n'se of the bicycle 
as WashlugtoD, D. C. Practically all Its 
streets are paved with asphaltum, tlier'^ 
are few heavy grades, moat of the streets 
are shaded so completely that drivers of 
wheels may ride for miles at noonday with 
little absolute necessity for exposure to th? 
sun, and the suburban roads are pood. Yet 
the Washington Tost bas obserred a mark- 
ed decline lu the use of the wheel. Kocioty 
seouis to have given It up altogether, and 
now it is clileliy used as aa article of utility 
to get clerks and workmen to and from 
tiielr buslue.-s. iiad occasionally to carry 
former liioyele devotees to tho golf grounds.

is believed by every man and woman of 
ordinary education iu China, is well 
Kpunded and worthy o£ note. The re- 
cords of China extend back further than 
those of any other country Ott the fac^ 
of the globe. The very date coreespond- 
iug to the year when Joshua Is said to 
have commanded the sun to stand etill 
can be found on these records. I£ wo 
follow down the official chronologies to 
400 A.D. -we will find en account of one 
Hwul Shan, who in that year returned 
to China" with the statement that he had 
come from a country lying a great dis- 
tance to the cast. Ilia story so excited 
the interest o£ the government that the 
imperial historiographer was commanded 
to enter it upon hits ollicial record.s. Al- 
though the Chinese and Japanese both 
are thoroughly familiar with the story of 
lin\iii Shan's diecovery, the celebrated 
Chinese scholar, JIa Twan-liu, searched 
the original records and made a copy oC 
the imperial historiographer's original di- 
gest that it might be proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. 

llwui Shan was a Buddhist mi.sciiouary 
priest. With live brother uiistiionariL-n 
Jie left China, sailing uorth by the pen- 
in-ula of Kamchatka, to the Aleutian 
If-huids, eastward to Alaska, and thencu 
to Fusaug, which is the name of the 
couutry ho tellfi the most about. Uo 
describes the people he encountered on 
his voyage. The Aleutian Itilanders, he 
said, were a happy, joyous people, hav- 
ing the custom of tattooing their bodies, 
and they received the stranger with a 
great show of hoepitaJity. East of these 
i.slands was the countn'^ he .called the 
'•Great lian," whose inhabitants had uo 
implementti of war, nor carried on a war 
with any one, but were content to live 
by hunting and Sshing. This descrip- 
tion of a people applies truly t>> the in-

Actor the destruction of the dynasty of 
Tsin in 4'M China wan divided into two 
empirot), that of the north and that of 
the riouth. Li Yen Chen, a Chinese hifi- 
torian, who wrote the hi.story of these 
two empires about the beginning of the 
seventh century, gives an account of Fu- 
.saiig, and describes how the land is 
reached by sailing along Kamchatka, the 
Aleutian Islands and the coafit of North 
America. By this route tiio navigator is 
out of sight of land but oiici', and th:4^ 
but for a distance of 'JOO niilea. Th« 
Yuen Kin Lui Han, the great Chinese 
enejxlopedia, gives an account of the 
discovery of Fusang by a Buddhist 
priest, fwho arrived in the village of King 
Chow on his return from a voyage to 
that kingdom. The article is illuetrated 
with a picture of a native of Fusang 
milking a hind with white spots, its 
yiiniig Htan<ling near, al.so spotted. The 
picture it probably imaginary, but it is 
curious to note that this spwies of dt ' 
is found in Mexico. 

Wo have it that Hwul Shan returned to 
China, that he wao a missionary priest, 
who had been to wnic country far to the 
east, where he had left his tive conipaii- 
ions to carry out the missionary work 
commanded by Buddha, the founder of 
their religion. Whatever became of 
tliese live missionaries we can only con 
jectnre. A thousand years have passed 
since llwni Shan arrived in the villa, 
nf King Chow, and related hirt wonder- 
I'nl discovery, and the prows of tiie Span- 
ish caravels plough the Caribbean Se;i 
and Ifexican (iulf. They lind a jieople 
inhabiting the mainland pots-sessing a

Tho inhahitaiils of all toWJis along tlie 
ISiberinii railway arc being compelled to 
provide food, eliielly rusks made ot tlio 
staple lilaek broad of the liu.stiian peo- 
ple, for the .soldiers who aro being hast- 
ened up to Che Cltjnctio froutierti. Over 
a large district of Central Siberia the 
snpiily of bread.stufC.'s ia very short and 
in some towns famine prices prevail. 
This iti wpeciiillj- the case caitiwurd of 
Ki-asnojar.sk, whore tho common black 
bread of the peasant, which trolls in Mos- 
cow for two and a balf .to a niaxiuium 
of throe copecks per llussian pound, has 
risen to thc_ unheard of price of Si co- 
pecks, or ninepence per pound. It is 
owiiii; to this, among other causes, that 
sign.s are already appearing of an exo- 
dus toward Ruropean Russia from many 
cenlreis of Siberia.

PULliBD THE "WTSONG TOOTH. 

Portland Dentist Is Sued For $1,000 
Damages by One of His Patients. 

From Portland Oreg.iiilun. 

E. P. Mossmau, a dentist, Ls the de- 
fendant in a most unusual stylo of dam- 
ago suit, brought by Mra. K. U. Wood, 
who avers Unit the doctor failed to ro- 
plant Ji sound tooth which he pulled out 
while engaged in extracting a diseased 
one, thus cau^siug her to sustain damages 
to the extent of ?1,000. which she seeks 
to recover, d^e complaint was iiled iu 
the Stfljte Olrcult court yesterday by J, 
It. Stoddard, attorney for the defendant, 
and it contaiua a very full recital of the 
practitioner, which he will no doubt denj 
in his answer. 

The pUiutiffi begins by stating that on 
January 30, 1000, at the oUlce of defend- 
ant, the plaintiff employed defendant to 
extract her left inferior lirst molar tooth, 
the crown of which was visibly decayed, 
and the defendant did attempt to extract 
the tooth, but broke the crown, off the 
toot'j, leaving its two roots in their sock- 
ets, and rendering their removal more 
dilllcult and painful. 

The plaintiff further avers that the de- 
ienilant ucskillfully and carelei«ly ex. 
tracted one of the roots, causing plain- 
tiff groat and unnecessary injury, pain 
and suffering, and negligoutly failed to 
extract the otlier root, and omitted to iu- 
turm her thereof. 

While the defendant was so engaged 
the plaintiff sajs he did of bis own voli- 
tion and without her knowledge or con- 
sent, take out the tooth next to the lirst 
molar tooth, namely, the second bicuspid, 
which was sound and in all respects nor- 
mal. 

The defendant, it is stated, should have 
properly prepared the 'bicuspid tooth and 
returned it to ita socket, and replanted 
the same, which might, it is alleged, hare 
been successfully done, but the defend- 
ant, knowing this fact and being aware 
that it is necessary to successful replant- 
ing that the tooth be returned promptly, 
omitted to tell her he had eitrjicted the 
bicuspid tooth, and disiiii.ssed her from 
his olllce wholly in ignorance of the oc- 
currence. The plaintiff says she sulise- 
(jueutly ascertained from other persons 
that she was minu.s thi.s tooth, and then 
called upon the defendant and anked for 
and obtained it, and at once delivered it 
to Dr. S. J. Barber, and employed him to 
replant it. Thi^e, pl'iiutiffi states, wiu, 
performed, but owing to the delay, six 
and one-half hours liavsng elapsed isince 
the tooth was ruuioved, its succesHful 
implantation was rendered more dilllcult 
and doubtful, und the operation more 
painful, and if the tooth has been suc- 
ces-sfully replaced, the plaintiff has no 
knowledge sullicient to fonn a belief, 
and if it has, it is dead and the period 
of retaining its place ban been materially 
shortened, its utility impaired, and its 
natural huster destroyed; al.so that its 
liability to produce disease, jiaiu and dis- 
order has bceu increased, and its value 
much dim'inialied. By reason of these acts 
the plaintiff alleges she has sulfered un- 
necessary pain of body and mind, and 
has been physically iulurcd uud damaged, 
and that the injury rceiu]ting from the 
extraction is permanent.
